YE Commiſſioners and Juſtices of 
the Peace ſhall take the Oath follow- 
ing: Bou ſhall (wear, Thar you as 
one of the Commiſſioners and Juſtices of 

his Highneſſe the Lord Protectors Peace 
within the Shire of according to your 
knowledge and power, ſhall do equal Right both to Rich 
and Poor; And that you ſhall not be of counſel with any 
Perſon in any Quarrel or matter depending before you, and 
ſhall faithfully and truly diſcharge your Duty as a Juſtice 
of Peace; and ſhall endeavour, according to your power, 
the Preſervation of the ſaid Peace; And that you take no- 
thing for your Office of Juſtice of the Peace, but what 1s, 
or ſhall be by the Law allowed. 

2, That no Perſonſhall execute the Office of Jn- 
ſtice of Peace, until he hath taken the Oath befoze- 
mentioned, befoꝛe the Sheriff of the Shire, oz befoze 
two Juſtices of the Peace who have taken the ſame; 
who have hereby power to adminiſter the laid Oath 
to all other Puſtices, who have not taken it, with⸗ 
8 the reſpective Shires, at their reſpective admiſ⸗ 

ns, | 

3, That the ſaid Juſtices ſhall begin their Quar⸗ 
ter⸗Seſſions at the 3 of the Bear following, 
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viz. The firſt Tueſday in the month of February, The 
firſt Tue ſday in the month of May, The firſt Tucſday in 
the mbnt of Auguſt, The aſt Tuc ſday in the month of 

ctober; At luch places as (hall be agreed on by the 
greater number of them, 02 (in default thercof) by 
the appointment ofthe Cuſtos Rotulorum in the reſpe⸗ 
ctive Counties; And ſhall have power to continue 
theſaid Seſſions, oꝛ to adjourn the lame to ſuch days 
and places as ſhall be foꝛ the better Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice, and moſt eaſe to the People, 

4. Any one Juſtice ſhall have power, upon com⸗ 
plaint of any perſon being thꝛeatned, and fearing to 
be wꝛonged, to bind the party complainedupon, un- 
der ſuch a pecunial ſum to keep the Peace, as he (hall 
think fitting; As allo to commit ſuch perſon to ſafe 
cuſtody, until Surety be found by Him; the ſaid Com- 
plainer always giving his Oath befoꝛe the Juſtice, 
That he hath juſt cauſe to dꝛead his harm: And albe⸗ 
it no perſon complam, yet it the Juſtice be credibly in⸗ 
foꝛmed of appearance of trouble betwirt any Parties, 
he ſhall bind them to the Peace in manner afozeſatd, 
except the Parties declare upon their Conſciences, 
that neither ok them doth bear any grudge to the 
other: And all ſuch Bonds oꝛ Recogm3zances ſhall 
be kept in Necoꝛd by him, and he ſhall make delivery 
of the ſame to the Clerk of the Peace at the next 
Seſſions, to be kept and Regiſtred by him. 

5. Pf any perſon being charged to make his appears 
ance befoze a Juſtice oz Juſtices of Peace, and ſhall 
refuſe oꝛ delay without juſt cauſe, then the Juſtice,oz 
Yuſtices, whoſe Command ſhall be contemned. ſhall 
hereby have powder to Command the next Conſtable, 
o2 tnabſence of a Conſtable, his, oꝛ their own Ser- 
vant, oꝛ any other perſon having a Warrant in watt, 
ſubſtribed by the ſaid Juſtice, 02 Juſtices of Peace, 
with aſziſtance of the Countrey, to bꝛing any ſuch 
perſon befoze him o2 them. If 
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6, If any Sheriff oz Bailiff authoꝛtzed in that be- 
half, ſhall condemn any perſon foꝛ a Battery, where- 
in blood is dꝛawn, uſually called Blood - Wight, oꝛ other⸗ 5 
wile convict him in any pain pꝛoper foꝛ him to impoſe, — 
the Juſtice ſhall have no power of new to fine that 
Offender fo: that offence ; but if they ſhall finde him 
not condignly puniſhed in regard of the offence com- | 
mitted by him, they ſhall then inkoꝛm his Highnes 
Councill thereof, that they may take o2der therein; 
And if there be not ſatiſfaction made by the Sheriff 
oꝛ Bailiff authoꝛtzed, as afozeſaid, to the Party of- 
fended, the Juſtices at the Seſſions, may mo diſte 
and oꝛder reaſonable ſatiſfaction to the Party offend- 
ed, he purſuing therefoze befoꝛe them: And if they 
ſhall ſtude the ſatiſfaction oꝛdered by the Sheriff oz 
Balltff, in favour ofthe ſaid Party offended, not con⸗ 
dign oꝛ anſwerable to the Offence and wꝛong ſuſtain⸗ 
ed, Then they ſhall alſo infozm his Highnes Counctll 
thereof , that they may take oꝛder therewith, as ap- 
pertaineth. | 
7. It any Sheriffo: his Deputy oꝛ * , by 
Collucions with the Delinquent, (hall ſuffer any per⸗ 
ſon guilty, to be quitted oz cleared by Jury oz Aſſize, 
the Party once cleared, is not to be bzought further 
in queſtion befoze the Puſtices , but upon their inkoꝛ⸗ 
mation the Sheriff, his Deputy oꝛ Deputies, reſpe- 
ctively are to be called, cenſured, and ſeverely puniſhed 
by his Highnes Councill. | 
$, Theſaid Juſtices ſhall hereby have power to 
p2oceed upon all perſons committing Ryots , and 
bzeaking his Highnes Peace, and to puniſh and fine 
accoꝛding to the quality of the Crime, and the eſtate of 
the Offender ; and if any of the ſaid perſons being 
charged to appear befoze the ſaid Juſtices, ſhall dif- 
obey the Summons being endoꝛſed, the lawfull Sct- 
tation verified, and Fact pzoved, The Yultice ſhal pu⸗ 
niſh andfine the not-appearing, 3 to the qua⸗ 
lity 
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lity ofthe Crime, andtheeſtate of the Offender; And 
fo: the moꝛe clear determination of the Ozder , which 
ſhalbe kept by the laid Juſtices, in the deducing of any 
ſuch Pꝛoceſſe, It is declared, That it ſhalbe lawfull 
to the ſaid Juſtices, whenlſoe ver they have occaſion 
to move any Actions àgainſt Parties foꝛ committing 
any like Fact oꝛ Npot, to refer the firſt Summons 
to the Parties Oaths of verity . in caſe of want of 
other lawfull pꝛobation, who being perſonally ſum⸗ 
moned by the firlt ſcitation, ſhall be holden as confe[- 
ſed, and decree to be pzonounced againſt him, confoꝛm⸗ 
edfo the Libell and Summons ; And ik he be not per⸗ 
ſonally ſummoned by the firlt ſcitation, The ſaid Ju⸗ 
ſtices are to ſummon him again by a ſecond Sum- 
mons at his dwelling-place; which two ſcitations ſhal 
be as ſufficient to infer Decreet and Dentence upon 
the Libell againſt him, as if he were appꝛehended per⸗ 

ſonally: And which Sentence given,afterthr manner 
and koꝛm of appzobation abo ve⸗wꝛitten, is declared to 

be good and lawfull in it ſelf. 

9. The ſaid Commiſſioners of the Peace ſhall put 
che Lawes and Acts of Parliament to due and full 
execution againſt wilfull Beggers, and Uagabouds, 
and Idlemen and Women, without calling oz trade, 
l gin Ale⸗houſes, tied to no certain ſervice, repu- 
fed and holden as Uagabouds, and againſt thoſe per⸗ 
fons who are commonly called #gyprians, and they 
(hall puniſh and fine their Receptozs, and Setters of 
houſes to them acco2dingly, by ſuch competent pains 
as is pꝛoper to them to injoyn. 

ro, The ſaid Commiſstoners and Juſtices of 

Peace, are hereby Authoꝛtzed, with power to give 
O2der as they ſhall think moſt convenient, and with 
leaſt charge to the Subjects, foꝛ mending all Bꝛidges. 
High-ways and Paſſages, to, oꝛ from any Market 
Town, oz Sea Poꝛt within their reſpective Shires, 
>, by laying à penalty upon the — o· 
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Perſons reſpectively lyable accoꝛding to the eſtimate 
they ſhall be infozmed the charges of the Bꝛidges and 
High⸗wayes will amount unto , which penalty they 
are to levy and diſpoſe of foꝛ the repairingof the ſaid 
Bꝛidges, and High-wayes ; Andſhall alſo call befoꝛe 
them, all ſuch perſons as ſhall ſtraighten thoſe High 
wayes and Paſſages , oz otherwiſe by caſting of 
Ditches oz any other Trenches thzough the ſame, 
hal make thoſe High-ways noiſome and troubleſome 
unto Paſſengers,and ſhal puniſh them, and line them 
accoꝛding to the quality of their offence ; And to the 
effect it may be known, of what bꝛeadth all Common 
High⸗wayes ſhould be to Market Towns, It is de⸗ 
clared, that the ſame ſhould be of Twenty foot of mea- 
ſure in bꝛeadth, at the leaſt, and where any are of 
larger bꝛeadth, it is oꝛdained, the ſanie ſo to remain 
unaltered oꝛ ſtraightned; And that the ſaid Puſtices, 
cauſe the lame to be maintained, with all other wayes 
from any Town in thepariſh to thePariſhChurches; 
in the ſame bꝛeadth as they are, and where they finde 
any neceſſity of other wayes from any Town in the 
Parlſh, to Pariſh Churches, they ſhall infozm OG 
Highneſle Council thereof, who thai give them; af- 
ter ſufficient Infoꝛmation their direction therein, ac= 
cozding whereunto they ſhall be holden top:oceed; and 
ik any County, Pariſh, oz Perſon to whom it belongs 
as afozeſatd, ſhall refuſe oz neglect to concur fox men⸗ 
ding of Budges, Þigh-wapyes, and Paſſages.the faid 
Juſtices ſhal havePower to cenſure and puniſh them 
actoꝛding to their diſcretion, due regard being hadto 
the quality and nature of the offtnee ; allo they are to 
take care that ſufficient Fery Boats, and Bꝛidges foꝛ 
Hoꝛſes within the ſame where Hozles ought tobe Fer- 
ried; be pz0vived and kept in repaix by the Ferrier, upon 
the penalty by the Acts of Paxhament in that caſe 
px0vided-npon the Ferrier , who that neglect to do

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11. Theſaid Commiſſioners foz the Peace, ſhall 
put the Acts of Parliament to execution againſt Cut⸗ 
ters and deſtroyers of Planting, Green⸗ wood, Oꝛ⸗ 
chards, Yards, Hedgings, bꝛeakers of Dove⸗houſes, 
killers of Deer, and treſpaſſersin Parks, and Connt⸗ 
gers, ſtealers of Bees, and Bee⸗hives; uſers of un⸗ 
lawfull Games with ſetting Dogs, flayers of red and 
black Fiſh, and Smolts in foꝛbidden time, Fowlers, 
fowling in other mens Lands makers of Yooz-burn, 
and Moſ:burn, ſetters of Crewes, oz Nets, in Wa⸗ 
ters and Dames, having and keeping of Crewes and 
Bares in fozbidden time, and ſhall pꝛoceed againſt 
them accozdingly ; And fo2 their better pzoceedings , 

It is declared, the ſaid Juſtices of Peace may try and 

puntſh the violaters of the ſaid Acts, in the tryall 

whereof, they ſhall pꝛoceed, by Witneſſes, by Oath of 
Party, and puntſhment to be inflicted by them, accoz- 

ding to the circumſtance of the Offence, and the qua- 
lity of the Offender, by a pecuntal ſum oꝛ cozpozall 

puntſhment,andno other, with the pzoviſion;That the 

ſaid Commiſconers of the Peace, ſhal not extend this 

Power to any perſons who ſhall be arreſted, and con⸗ 

vened foꝛ the ſaid Crimes, befoze any other oꝛdinary 

Judge: tis alſo P2ovided, That the Power contained 

in this Article, ſhall no wayes be pꝛejudiciall to any 

Commiſſions. oꝛ Rights granted to others, and now 

in koꝛte, whereby they have power to pꝛoceed andcen- 

ſure the Crimes and Offences abovewꝛitten. 

12, The ſaid Commiſstoners of the Peace ſhall 
put in execution the Acts of Parliament foꝛ puniſh- 
ing all Foꝛeſtallers, and Regraters of Markets, 

13, No Yn-keeper,o2Hoaſtler.ſhalreceive any Ma- 
ſterleſſe Men, Uagabonds, oz other perfon oz perſons 
guilty of knownCrimes,02 uſing Stealth and Nobbe⸗ 
ry, under the pains underlwꝛitten, to wit. 40 s. to be 
incurred by them foz the firſt fault, 4-1. fo: the ſecond, 
and 10. Merks fo the third, Scots Money, * 
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with the loſing of the Liberty of Bzewingandſetting 
Dꝛink, the incurrers of which pains ſhall be puntſhed 
accoꝛding to the oꝛder afoꝛeſaid, by the ſaid Puſtices, 
who ſhall have power to purſue and fine the Deline 
quents in their Courts o2 Seſſions , accoꝛding to the 
Pains afozeſaid, and to le vie oꝛ up ⸗ lift the ſaidPaing 
and Fines fron them, without pꝛejndice of all 
Actions Criminal oz Civil, competent of the Law 
againſt the laid Pn-keepers oꝛ Hoaſtlers, incaſe they 
be in the danger thereof , which ſhall not be taken 
away by any puniſhment ſet down, and to be inflicted, 
confoꝛm to this Inſtruction. 

14, The ſaidCommiſſionersof the Peace, ſhal put 
in execution the Lawes concerning Malt-makers , 
againſt all bꝛeakers and contraveners of the ſaid 
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Lawes. 

15. They ſhall ſet down oꝛder in the Countrey foꝛ 
Governance in time of Plague, and ſhall punich ſe⸗ 
verely the dilobeyers of the Oꝛder appointed by them, 
accoꝛding to the quality of the offence, 

16. They ſhal appoint at their Quarter Seſſions, 
to be kept in February,and Auguſt, the oꝛdinary Hire and 
wages of Labourers, Wozi-men, and Servants. 
and who ſhall refuſe to ſerve upon the puce ſet down 
by them, chall be Jmpꝛiſoned, and furtherpuniſhed at 
their dilcretion; And to the effect that Servants 
map be the moꝛe willing to obey the Oꝛdinances to 
be made by the ſatd Juſtices, and the ſaid Fees. 02 
Wages, the ſatd Puſtices ſhall have power to diſcern, 
and compell the Maſters to make payment of the 
Fees, 02 Wages, appointed by their Oꝛdinance, incale 
the Servants pleaſe rather to purſue foꝛthe ſame be- 
foꝛe them then any other Judge, 

17, The ſaid Commiſſioners of the Peace, ſhall 
takenotice, that in all Sheriffdoms where there are 
any Gaoles and Pzſon-houſes within any Burgh, 
that the ſame may not 2 ſuffered to decay oꝛ become 
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ruinous, but be kept up at the charge of the Shire, 
where the reſpective Burgh is not chargeable there- 
with by Law; And it there be any Shire where there 
is not any Gaol oz Pziſon-houſe, they ſhall infoꝛm his 
Highneſſe Council thereof, that they may appoint and 
give Oꝛder foꝛ building of one, in ſome convenient 
place within the Shire; andacco2ding to the Directi⸗ 
ons to be given thereupon, the Juſtices ſhal be holden 
to pꝛoceed. 

18, Andbecaule there may be a great many of Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners appꝛehended and committed, who having no 
means of their own foꝛ their maintenance and enter- 
tainment, will otherwiſe famill) and ſtarve befozc 
they can come to their Tryals , who nevertheleſs, in 
regard of the Crimes they have committed, can no 
wapes be put under Surety, oꝛ otherwiſe, in Faults 
of leſſe conſequence, are unable to find ſufficient Cau- 
tion to be made foꝛth⸗ coming and anſwerable at the 
next Seſſions; Therfoze it ſhall be lawful to the ſaid 
Commiſſioners and Juſtices, at their Quarter⸗Seſ⸗ 
ſion, to rate every Pariſh foꝛ a weekly pꝛopoꝛtion, foꝛ 
the entertainment of thoſe pooꝛ Pꝛiſoners, Pꝛovided 
that they do not erceed the ſum of Five ſhillings ſcots 
money at the moſt, noꝛ under One chilling at the leaſt, 
which Sum ſhall be raiſed and up⸗lifted foꝛ that uſe, 

the Miniſter, oz Reader, who ſhall ſerve at every 
Partlh, from ſuch Deacons wholhall be appointed to 
collect the ſame, And the ſaid Sums to be delivered by 
the Conſtable of the Pariſh at the Nuarter-Seſſions 
in preſence of the whole Bench then convened, to ſuch 
perſons as the ſaid Juſtices ſhall truſt therewith,and 
who acco2dingly ſhãll make due Accompt, in paying 
the Gaolers ſuch rates as ſhal be allowed foꝛ the poo: 
Pꝛiſoners, and making the reſt fozth-coming foꝛ ſuch 
uſe and intent of the like nature, as the ſaid Juſtices 
ſhall appoint,

and to puniſh the Contraveners, as appertaineth. - -- 
zl. The ſaid Juſtices ſhall take care, That good 
and wholſom Beer and Ale be bꝛewed in every Shire. 

and ſhall appoint Utſiters to that effect. 
22, The ſaid Juſtices ſhall put in execution, all Acts 
of Parliament, made foꝛ puntſhing all perſons whom⸗ 
ſoever, who ſhall Curſe, oꝛ pꝛofainly Swear, oz ſhall 
be Mockers and Repzoachersof Plety, oz the Exer⸗ 
ciſe thereof, and ſhall require and levy upon every Df- 
fender the ſeveral Penalties following ; viz.
